Attacking the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith and 


> =the National Association for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple as “hate groups,” Hendrix said that “if anarchy should come 
from a depression or the breaking down of law and order,” 
members of these “hate” groups should be held responsible. 

The eminent racist and anti-Semite claimed representatives 
of 97 organizations in 31 states attended the “Army’s” first 
meeting here last weekend. Organized to fight “communism, 
socialism and anarchy,” the Army will have as its official uni- 
form the robe, hood and mask used by the Klan and a fiery 
cross as its religious symbol. 

Hendrix is not without supporters in Florida. In the recent 
gubernatorial primary, running openly as a Kian leader, on a 
platform paralleling Klan ideology, he drew over 1,000 votes, 
running fourth in a field of five.

survey here, of whom the majority were from 35 to 60 years old, said they celebrate Christmas 
with trees, introduce the Santa Claus idea for the children, exchange Christmas gifts with other Jews 
and favor Hanuka-Christmas discussions in school, and 70 percent think Jewish children should join 


in the singing of Christmas carols 


And about 50 percent of those 
who answered the comprehensive 
questionnaire sent to 900 Temple 
affiliates 21 years and older said 
they celebrate Easter with eggs, 
with 60 percent favoring Pass- 
over—Easter discussions in 
school. 


ONE-FIFTH REPLIED 

About 22 percent, or nearly 
200, answered the questionnaire 
revealing attitudes concerning 
their religious background and 
practice and how they view them- 
selves in relation to the general 
community. 

The survey was prepared by 
Rabbi Herbert S. Waller and the 
sisterhood’s Family Study Com- 
mittee. The Committee is using 
the results of the survey for a 
series of special discussion 
groups. 

Only 66 percent of those an- 
swering said they felt Judaism 
satisfied their religious needs, 
though 70 percent saw value in 
Jewish survival and only six per- 
cent believed Jews should seek 
to become totally assimilated and 
disappear. 

INTEGRATION 

Fifty-nine percent said they 
felt Jews were integrated into 
American life, while 38 percent 
felt Jews were too much like 
others. And about one-third said 
they had experienced anti-Semit-

TEMPLE ATTENDANCE 

Twenty-six percent reported 
Temple attendance on Friday 
nights more than once a month, 
52 percent said they attended less 
than once a month and 13 percent 
said they never attended Sabbath 
services. Attendance at High Holy 
Day services was affirmed by 86 
percent. 

Of those who said they attended 
Temple services, 52 percent gave 
as the reason that services were 
satisfying, 37 percent said serv- 
ices were inspiring, 36 percent 
were stimulated by the sermons, 
25 percent enjoyed Temple at- 
tendance as a Social experience 
and 20 percent attended out of 
habit. 

Of those who admitted they did 
not attend Temple, 13 percent ex- 
plained they were too busy, 24 
percent gave lethargy as the rea- 
son and nine percent said they 
couldn’t get baby sitters. 

SABBATH AND HOLIDAYS 

Sabbath candle lighting was 
affirmed by 32 percent, while 
about 50 percent said they light 
Hanuka candles and exchange 
Hanuka gifts. 

Only 56 percent said they at- 
tended a Passover seder, of which 
two-thirds had a seder at home, 
the remainder attending a Temple 


seder. Sixty percent said they 
marked Passover by _ eating 
matza, while only 12. percent 


affirmed abstinence,from bread.

IMMORTALITY 

Forty-four perceni expressea 
belief in the immortality of the 
soul, while only five to 15 percent 
accepted such concepts as resur- 
rection, heaven and hell, divine 
reward and punishment, a Mes- 
Siah and a Messianic era. 

Less than half the question- 
naires answered a query on rit- 
ual in Reform Judaism, of which 
50 percent said there should be 
more emphasis on ritual in the 
home and 38 percent in the Tem- 
ple. Of the very few who an- 
swered the converse query on 
whether there should be less em- 
phasis on ritual, 12 percent and 
15 percent said there should 
less in the home and Temple re- 
spectively. And 31 percent 
they thought Reform Judaism 
was reverting to Orthodoxy, while 
51 percent did not think so.

Kaplan’s body was brought 
pack to Israel Tuesday afternoon 
aboard a special plane flown 
there by the Israel Government. 
Foreign Minister Moshe Sharett, 
who was in Paris, on his way 
home from a visit to the U. S, 
when news of Kaplan’s death 
was received, flew to Genoa and 
accompanied the body back to 
Israel. 

The body lay in state Monday 
night, after a memorial meeting 
of Knesset, and was _ buried 
Tuesday afternoon at Mount 
Zion, Jerusalem, near Theodore 
Herzl’s remains. 

An active Zionist since the 
age of 14, Kaplan received a de- 
gree in mechanical and civil en- 
gineering in Moscow, Russia, in 
1917 and came to the Jewish 
State in 1920.

IDDISH stage star Michal Michalesko may finally be the one 
with sufficient stubbornness and practicality to set up a 
permanent Yiddish theatre in L.A., following its rapid decline jp 
New York. But whether these two qualities

religion and sex, The plot has an elderly musician (Michalesko) 
fall passionately in love with a beautiful singer young enough to 


be his daughter (Sofia Berger), who, it turns out in Act II, also 
happens to be his daughter. The musician’s son (Sam Broude) is 
likewise in love with this girl, and makes quite a fuss about it, 
too, getting his face slapped, and stomping his foot, before he finally 
gets her. Incest, however, is avoided by the fortunate revelation 
that Yossel’s son is not really his son. 

I’m sorry I can’t explain it any better than this. Suffice it to 
say that the long arm of coincidence gets twisted like a corkscrew 
and where else but on the Yiddish stage would anybody dare pull 
such a double reverse twist on “Oedipus Rex”? 


THERE IS ALSO A SUBPLOT, which draws its humor from 
the notion that an elderly cantor (Maurice Doner) is about to have 
his last sexual fling in the arms of a Yetta Zwerling-type “yachne” 
(Rose Wallerstein). 

This cantor, in fact, is quite a card. His scheme for bringing 
people back into the synagogue is a 50% shikse choir, wrestling 
matches, and Frank Sinatra to make kiddush. When he is accused 
of having been seen kissing a shikse, he explains he was testing 
her for his choir, “to see if she can deliver.” After his wedding 
night, however, his bride flounces off with the verdict, “Damaged 
goods.” 

Maurice Doner, who played this part with great vigor and skill, 
is the sort of entertainer who can make you feel seriously uncom. 
fortable about being a Galitzianer. He proved this additionally in 
his contribution to the curtain-call entertainment, a lengthy and 
energetic scatological joke, in which the word “kosher” was milked 
for every possible leer and titter. 


THE SCRIPT, IN SPITE of its ineptness, still has a certain 
nostalgic warmth about it, which is probably the main reason why 
the Yiddish theatre is able to survive such material. Come to think 
of it, it didn’t survive did it? Anyway, the audience, with good. 
natured impartiality, laughed at the gags and the melodrama alike, 

The play is at its best in the song and dance routines, and dis- 
plays Mr. Michalesko as a fine singer, dancer, mimic and cantor 
(though he hauled into our liturgy with a rather deplorable levity), 
He also has an extremely dignified stage personality, though in 
this particular role it didn’t make much différence. 

I wouldn’t be surprised if Mr. Michalesko’s enterprise turnéd 
out to be a definite asset to L.A. Jewish cultural (to use the term

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WOMEN’S VIEWPOINT 


A HINT TO ISRAELI LEADERS WHO 
WONDER WHY JEWS DON'T FLEE US. 


By HELEN COHEN 
NE of our readers said she enjoyed the little piece I wrote 
describing the decorating scheme for a purple and white bed- 
room. She said (and I agree with her) that 
women like to know what new ideas are 
peing used in other homes. 

This great absorption of American Jew- 
jsh women in the home and its appointments 
may be the key that Abba Eban and other 
jeading Israelis need to the question of why 
american Jews turn deaf ears on the call 

rsonally to help Israel build itself. 

Today’s emphasis on the home and its 
upkeep stands out in stark contras® to the 
attitude of the Jewish communities in the 
small Eastern European towns (shtetlach). It would seem to indi- 
cate that the Jews of America have struck roots deeper than ever 
dreamt of in Eastern Europe. 


IN THE SCIENTIFIC STUDY of the shtetl, “Life is with 
People” by Zborowski and Herzog, oft-quoted here, we find this de- 
scription of the average shtetl home: 

“A few buildings may have two stories, the others will be 
shabby, unadorned, one-story structures, some with a yard and 
perhaps a small vegetable garden surrounded by a fence, often 
proken down. 

“There is no ‘Jewish’ architecture. The characteristic features 
of the buildings are their age and shabbiness. Comparison of their 
state with the better grooming of the peasant houses is a remin- 
der of the usual contrast between urban and rural dwellings in 
poverty-stricken areas of Eastern Europe. The poorest peasant 
spends his spare time puttering about his home, repairing the door, 
the fence, the whitewashed walls. The impoverished city dweller 
accepts the condition of his house as part of the state of things, 
beyond his jurisdiction. 


“THE GENERAL APPEARANCE of neglect declares in addi- 
tion the fact that the house is viewed as a temporary shell. ‘My 
shtetl’ is the people who live in it, not the place or the buildings 
or the street. ‘My home’ is the family and the family activities, 
not the walls or the yard or the broken-down fence. A _ shtetl 
family that has lived in the same house for generations would 
detest and resist the idea of moving away. Yet, essentially, the 
house remains a temporary dwelling, inhabited for a brief moment 
of history. It is not part of the family entity, to be cherished and 
tended. Doctrine teaches that only the mind and the spirit endure 
—'life is a hallway to heaven’—and even the least soulful Jews of 
the shtetl, through force of circumstances if not of conviction, 
treat their physical dwelling places in accordance with this teach- 
ing. 

“A long history of exile and eviction strengthens the tendency 
to regard the dwelling place as a husk, True, it is not unheasdi af 
or even uncommon for a shtetl family to inhabit the same house 
for a hundred years, Yet at any moment the fatal decree may 
strike, and they may be tossed from the homestead into the deep 
dust of the road. Daily activities are pursued as if today’s con- 
dition would continue forever; but the setting in which they are 
placed is slighted as if it would be snatched away tomorrow.”

HY DOES an American Jewish family, apparently happy, 

comfortable and secure, decide to go to Israel to make its 
home there? I began the discussion last week of the motivations 
which impel our family to take the step at this time. 


Beyond the reasons advanced in the 
previous column, however, are others more 
specifically Jewish in nature. 

As many hundreds of thousands of 
American Jews will testify, it is possible to 
live a Jewish life in America, observing as 
much of the custom or ritual as one desires, 
and drawing upon Jewish culture and other 
secular Jewish values. Such an existence, 
however, can be carried on only as the re- 

Bae sult of a constant and unrelenting struggle 
ALPERT against an environment which is predomin- 
antly negative in its influence on Jewish life. 


Jewish religious practices, Jewish education, Jewish group 
kinship are constantly on the defensive because of the pervasive 
Christian culture in which we live. 


Some Jews spend all their time struggling to maintain Jewish 
identity, and find little energy or will for participation in civic, 
secular, or neighborhood activities. Some Jews seek to compro- 
mise and search for a balance between their lives as Jews on the 
one hand and their lives as Americans and human beings on the 
other. And some Jews simply give up the struggle, considering 
the end not worth the battle. What we call assimilation operates 
just as effectively by passive acquiescence as by conscious effort. 


THE SPECTER OF INTERMARRIAGE hovers over every 
family, even the most militantly Jewish, and rightly so in a free 
and democratic country where all elements of the population asso- 
ciate in equality before the law. And on occasions throughout the 
year, as at Christmas time, the Jewish family is made more acutely 
aware than ever of the dominant Christian civilization. 


Despite all these difficulties there is an effluorescence of Jews 
ish culture and Jewish group loyalty. Magnificent synagogues, 
community centers, schools, country clubs and other institutions 
and agencies seem to indicate that Jews are successfully maintain- 
ing their group identity. 

Yet the tides of assimilation beat steadily and unrelentingly 
against the Jewish community. Each new school is regarded as 
a fortress in which members of the community may find protection 
from the ever-present danger. Wherever the guards are let down 
for a moment, insidious assimilation creeps in. 


It is possible to live a Jewish life anywhere in the world if 
one but has the will for it. It is much easier, however, to live a 


rich, full, meaningful Jewish life in an environment where the 
culture and civilization are predominantly Jewish—in short, in 
Israel. = 

WE CAN NOT PREDICT at this moment what will be the 


nature of Jewish life as it develops in Israel—for us and for other 
Israelis. Ritual and ceremonies which in the Diaspora have taken 
on certain, meanings as part of the discipline of defense and 
solidarity, may in Israel take on other meanings. The Diaspora 
Jew, whose approach to Judaism, religious and secular, has always 
been colored by the effort to avoid assimilation, may find his set 
of values undergoing changes in a society where no conscious 
effort is required to be Jewish. 


Jews in America will continue to live as free and creative 
Jews for as far ahead as one can dare to predict, but we are con- 
vinced that one can live a more significant Jewish life, a more 
normal Jewish life, free of neuroses and defensive complexes, in 
the state of Israel. : 

Many American Jews who would subscribe to this statement 
are today deterred from making the move because of the eco- 
nomic security which they now enjoy and because of the state 
of austerity in Israel. But as economic conditions in Israel improve, 
and the advantages of a normal, as against a perpetually defem 
sive Jewish life, are made more and more clear, the number of 
American Jews going to Israel will increase slowly but appreciably ~

Tolerance For Floyd Mercer But Not WMBM 


We can’t say we are just as broad-minded 
about Arnold Kaufman, the program director of 
station WMBM, or his station.

fense, that ‘We carry Jewish, Hungarian, and 
other minority programs and no one ever 
brought up this question about them,” is a clear 
evasion.

“As for riding to services,” Mr, Cuttler told 
The Post, “all I want to know is this. If the 
synagogue is absolutely not within walking dis 
tance, is it better for a good Jew to stay home or 
to ride to the synagogue?” 

This is the problem in its proper context, 

There is practically no Orthodox congregation 
in the United States except in large Jewish cen: 
ters where a proportion, of varying size, of the 
members do not ride to services. In these days of 
large cities, only the most religious will follow 
the rabbinical injunction to live near the syna 
gogue. 

For a long time, Orthodox rabbis preferred to 
ignore the subject, as with other practices which 
were being observed more in the breach than 
otherwise. But now that the proposition is out in 
the open, it is at least on its way, if only in the 
most tentative way, to being properly taken up, 
discussed and some solution arrived at. 


Mean This 


The Post has held before that over a period 
of years only two and then perhaps one kind of 
Judaism will be dominant in the American Jew- 
ish community. This develoment could begin to 
come about when either Reform merges with 
Conservatism or Orthodoxy merges with Con 
servatism. 

In practice there is little difference between 
Orthodox and Conservative Jews anyway. 

So even if Rabbi Lookstein did not have it in 
mind when he suggested dropping the name “Or 
thodox,” history may enter him on its rolls as the 
first Orthodox Rabbi to recommend that Ortho 
doxy and Conservatism merge.

Ben Gurion, Neumann Are Duelling for Rabbi Irving Miller's Soul 


M. Z. FRANK 
HE milkmen’s strike in Tel Aviv was settled be- 
fore the ZOA convention in N. Y. had a chance 
to discuss it. What a pity! We were thus deprived of an 
excellent test case of that remarkable 
resolution passed by the ZOA on 
jdentification - and - yet - non-affiliation 
with the General Zionists in Israel. 

The Tel Aviv milkmen were told 
py the Government that they must 
deliver milk to the homes every morn- 
jing and not every other morning and 
that the same milkmen should not 
work in two sections of the city thus 
forcing the housewife to wait for 
hours. 

It is not always that the Government of Israel 
shows such tender concern for the suffering house- 
wife, but this time it did. But in defending the inter- 
est of the consuming public, the Minister of Commerce 
and Industry, Dr. Dov Joseph, violated the sacred 
rights of the small trader to trade where he wants, 
when he wants, at the terms that are suitable to him. 
The General Zionists, as the party of eighteenth cen- 
tury free trade, stuck up for the milkmen.

mous ZOA resolution. That document could only be 
drawn up by people reared on the Balfour Declaration. 
In fact, the ZOA resolution outdid the Balfour Decla- 
ration in ambiguity. Already (as of June 20) both 
Emanuel Neumann and David Ben Gurion have inter- 
preted it each in his own way. Something must be 
wrong with it if both of them like it. 

Before the ZOA convention opened, Justus (Just- 
man) had an article in Maariv, which was by far the 
best one written in Israel on the ZOA situation. It was 
a sombre apparisal, telling the Israel public the truth 
for the first time—that the ZOA was not killed by Ben 
Gurion, but has been disintegrating because of lack of 
real leadership and lack of a program. 

While predicting the election of Rabbi Irving Miller, 
Justus pointed out that Miller’s program is vague and 
places all the emphasis on verbal formulation, and 
practically none on real issues and a real program. 
Unless there is radical change, said Justus, the ZOA 
will become either a branch of the Progressives or a 
branch of the General Zionists, but not the Zionist 
movement it once was. It will take its place alongside 
Mizrachi and Poale Zion and no more. 


SINCE THE CLOSING of the convention, Neumann 
and BG have started a duel for Irving’s soul. 

Neumann wants him to be a branch of the General 
Zionist Party and BG wants to keep him more or less 
as an adjunct of the Progressives. Neither result will 
mean much for Zionism, but my prediction is that any 
ZOA president, even if he is as articulate and as liter- 
ate as Irving Miller, will find, like his two predecessors, 
that Ben Gurion’s shoulder is a stronger one to lean on 
and that the Rokach-Neumann Axis is a most uncom- 
fortable seat to be perched on.

I am glad 
Neumann “will have a constituency to support him in 
his position at the Jewish Agency (frankly, that is 
the only positive value I see in the “identification”). I 
am giad that Irving assumed a dignified tone im his re- 
ply to Ben Burion’s cable and emphasized that co- 
operation need not imply blind agreement and does not 
preclude occasional criticism. I am glad that he found 
it necessary to recall that the ZOA attained its greatest 
achievements under the leadership of Abba Hillel Sil- 
ver. It is unfortunate that these elementary truths 
have to be restated. It is unfortunate that it requires 
courage to restate them. I am glad Irving Miller found 
that courage. 

If it is true, as I was told, that Irving Miller will 
bring in-some capable men to work with him (‘and I 
don’t care what their views are), this is another thing 
to rejoice at. Finally, I am glad to have a ZOA presi- 
dent I can talk to without a strain. All these things are 
very welcome, but they are, at best, a good beginning. 
Something more is needed to bring back to the ZOA 
even a part of its former importance. 

Have the leaders learned anything in the past four 
years? I have some misgivings.
